And about 
Olson's alleged suicidal tendencies, did it have offensive usef u l n ess. Byzantine! 

I still do not have these records from the CIA. % request was much more incluaive 
than Marks' , which was earlier.

Otice they decided to give these to “arks, who was entitled to priority on them, and 

once he gave them away, as I have done with other records in the past, how many reasons 

can you think of for their not sending them to me?
